againe: The report of it ſtanderh briefly thus ; 
1acobxhe father of theſe diſagreeing children, had 
(as all men know) twelue ſonnes , concerning 
whom itbefell him {as in his flocke tohanefome 
white, ſome ſpotted ſheepe)-ſo in his familie to 
hauc ſome good, ſome wicked children. In this 
varictic wee finde that hee loued' 79ſeph more then 
all the reſt of his children , which was partly for 
the louc he bare to Rachel his dead mother (a part 
of a kinde husband ſure, to love his wife cuen 
when [hee was dead) and partly , for that Joſeph 
by her death was marked, and it is a vertue 
doubtleflc heroicall and princely , todefend and 
cheriſh the fatherleſle and morherleſſe, widdowes 
and orphans. Butit is cxpreſlcd in the Text, that 
hee loucd 19ſeph, becauſe hee begat him in his old 
age; for that children ſo begotten , make the fa- 
thers flouriſh, andas it were to ſeeme young a- 
gaine. But howſocuer his father loued him inrire. 
ly, ſure itis, his brethren hated him deadly. For 
to be beloucd of all men, or to pleaſe all, is a gift 
yet neuer granted to any , no God himſelfe can- 
not obtaineit. The cauſes of their hatred may be 
coniefured many : cither for that hee and they 
were borne of diuers mothers,and moſt common- 
ly, moſt mortall is the hate when the mothers 
breede thequarrell , and bloudie are the bartels 
where women fight the field ; Or whether they 
hated him, for complayning ofthem,as it is Yer.2,

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Or whether for the loue which his father bare 
him, asit is Yerſ.4. Or whether for his dreames, 
asitit Yerſ.5. Whether for any, or for all theſe 
cauſes, ſure itis they hated him,and ſo hatcd him, 
as they ſought for nothing but opportunitie to 
hurt him. In the end ( as the Deuill would hane 
it) an opportunitic is offered. For they being in 
the field, 1acob ſendeth oſeph amongtt them , ſo 
that now they hauc it as they would, for their fa. 
ther whom they fearcd is ont of fight, their bro- 
ther whom they hated is in their hands. A ſhort 
tale ro make poore Joſeph comming towards 
them ; firſt they ſpic him, then they conſpire a» 
ainſt him, and vpon the mectin hos hands on 
Fim. Now when Ioſeph &c. and ſo wee come to 
the Text ; Of which that I may ſpeake to Gods 
lorie, and the good of this -_= and royall af- 
mbly, I beſcech you to afaſt mee with your 
prayers, &c. 

I am not altogether ignorant how allegorically 
the Fathers haucdire&ed the application of this

For 1laceb was alreadie rich, and knew that his 
ſonnes after him ſhould bee inheritors of a great 
land, cyuentheland of Canaan, yet hee ſent them 
not to Phorarhs Court to learne Complements, 
3nd to ioyneciwilitic ta their other abilities , me

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ſo to make them (as many be) Gentlemen before 
their time ; but 7acob was a plaine man, and cru- 
ſted in the promiſes of God,and therfore brought 
vp his fonnes to keepe ſheepe ;; whereas now, hee 
that is worth buta flocke of ſheepe, yet holds it 
tigh diſparagement to make his ſonne a ſheep- 
heard, bur makes him cither a Lawyer or a Cour- 
tier ſtreight. Againe, we muſt conſider, that as it 
is Yerſ.12. Iacobs ſonnes were now keeping lheep 
in Shecbew,, even there where not long before 
they had committed horrible murder , and there. 
fore [acob happily fearing (as fathersare cuer fear- 
full of their children) leſt for thatmurder, ſome- 
what might befor renenge imeended, ſendeth one 
to ſee them. And whom doeth hee ſend ? Surely, 
no ſeruant, bue cuen his beloued oſept, eo trie = 
it is thought) if by his kindnefle his brethren 
would be reconciked vnto him. But they afloone 
as they fawhim, in ſtead of embracing him offer 
violence vnto him, and therefore if it dee true 
which is ſaid, Fonle circumſtances make foule 
finnes, this was ſurely atime of all times peruerſ] 

icked, then tocxecutetheir malice, when fo rv 
ws was deſerued. It isa kindneffe ſure, but to 
inquire de 4/ioram ſalme , how other men doc; 
For whocares not how ill it goes with other, ſoit 
goe well with our ſelues? Bur 7oſeph did more then 
mMquire: for hee went out to ſee how his brethren 
did,a ſep beyond common friendſhip, for, Haile 
Maſter, and How doe you, to ſpeake friendly are c- 


uery mans money, but hee is a friend indeed that

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gocs out at doores to doe his brother good. But 
whether went 7oſeph to ſeeke his brethren ? Hee 
wentinto the wilderneſſe. The merit is yermore. 
To ſeeke men is ſubie&t to errour and wandring. 
Toſeph loſt himſelfe whilſt he ſought his brethren, 
Yerſ.15. To ſeeke men in the wilderneſle is oft 
. dangerous and ill betiding, facob thought a wild 
beaſt had devourcd 7oſeph; and ſoit was indecd, 
but a wilder beaſt then 7acob thought of: Gene- 
rally itis an cuill occupation to ſecke men, Prin- 
ccsand Magiſtrates know it who ſecke men for 
civill obedience, and conformitie ; Prelates and 
true Church-men know it, who ſecke men to Re- 
ligion and pictic, and were it not for reſpe& to 
God, who had not rathcr bee a Plough-manthen 
a Pricſt tothe people. And generally whatſocucr 
- good, in whatſocuer kinde wee doc, wee mult nei- 
ther looke for reward nor thankes at mens hands, 
no not when wee feede the hungrie , cloathe the 
naked, relecue the ſicke , and vilit (as /oſeph did) 
them that haue nced of viſiting. And yet we muſt 
take this withall, though wee doe good , and for 
good receive cuill againe, yet we muſt not fo giue 
ouer, but for cuill doc good againe, and that.not 
as Saint Peter ſaid to Chriſt , 114 ſeven times; but 
as Chriſt ſaid to Saint Perer, till ſenentie times ſe- 
wen times; referring euermare the ſucceſle to God, 
who (hall puniſh vathankfulneſle as he puniſheth 
the Deuill, For there be, they ſay, fourc wayes of 
reſtoring : firſt , Good for good. Secondly, Euill 
for cyill, Thirdly, Good for cuill, Fourth Yo ual 
or 
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for good. Hee that returneth good for good is a 
man,'for that is humanitie-to returne one kindnes 
for another. Hee that returneth evill for euill"is 
a beaſt, for that is horſe play to ſtrike at him that 
ſtrikes at vs. He that reſtoreth good for euill is an 
Angell, for that exceedeth the patience of man.

that oppreſhon, which they ſcorne to doe whom 
we ſcorne to bee like ; to.ſpeake wn Engliſh, 
when Proteſtants fall out among themſelues, and 


endeuour to vndoe the good works which Papiſts 


haue done, weeare ata ſtand like 79/#4h at the liege 
of 45, 1of.7.8. What ſhall wee ſay whe 1ſrael turne theer 
backes pon their enemies ? For as anill man is the 


worſt of all Creatures, fo an ill Chriſtian is the | 


worſt ofall men, and an ill Proteſtant is the worſt 
of all Chriſtians, and there is no ſinne like the 
linne of 7oſephs brethren. Butas blinde 1/asc tooke 
lacob for Eſau, (o lo/eph tooke them to bee his 
Brethren, who vpon tryall proued his Exccutiq- 

ners, and his Hangmen, like the Oxe whothinkes 
hce gocth ina greene paſture, and then falleth into 
the ſlaughter. Therefore as in Luk. 10.29. a Law- 
= asked of Chriif, Who i my neighbour ? So wee 

ad nced ofa Lawyer to make a new motion, and 
to aske of the ſame Iudge, Who « my brother. For 
as Saint Paw ſaith, Hee x not « Jew which is one out> 
werd, but hee is 4 lew which © onewithin. Rom. 2.28. 
So, heis not a Brother who hath itby name, but 
hee isa Brother who ſhewes it in nature. Andas 
Saint James faith of Faith, Shew we thy Faith by thy 
workes. [am.2.18. So Brotherhood muſt be ſhew- 
ed by brotherly workes. In truth the brother- 
hoodthatis now adayes, is but Yox «rtis, Wits in- 
firument, « word of Art, and therefore in nopredi- 


camcnt. The brotherhoodthat is now,hath rheſe 
h markes, 
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markes, a ſmiling face, a courtly courteſie, a po- 
puler voyce, words faire and glorious, with a ſalu- 
ration more then ſuperſtitious, ery, Aurum of 
algentum now eſt mihi. A&.3.6. The brotherhood 
that is now, hathrheſe flathes or lightnings, Iam 
right ſoric for you, and I would it were better 
with you, I waite but opportunitie, I wiſh no lon- 
ger life then to expreſle my loue to you. But when 
you come to the matter, you mult haue it as it is 
Prog.3.28. with aCra: reds, I am at your Scruice 
in any other matter then this, at another time ; 
but for this my word is paſt, you muſt come a- 
gaine to Morrow , and our diucliſh tongues arc 
typt with /talianiſme_. This is Fratrizare_, but 
here is no Fraternitie. | 

But now for 7-/epb, the Patient in this cruelty, 
Taliacer tals ! Thatonefo harmeleſſe,ſhould ſuf- 
fer ſo much harme ! and thatinnocent men are c- 
ery where marked out to miſery ! Ar this, the 
Saints of God haue oft times not maruailed, but 
ſtood amared. But maruaile not atit. The doores 
ofthe 1ſraclites were all beſprinckled with blood. 
Afi&ion and ſorrow arc the workes of the beſt 
men : and as Saint Gregorie ſaith, Licet eccalians 
fit, cum bonus male euenit, & malis bene,&c. Though 
ir bee aſecret worke of G © v, when good men ſuffer 
Affliction andill men Proſper, yet it u more ſecret and 
Gov worketh more againſt conrſe andkinde, when ill 
men are afflitted and good men proſper. And Enuſebius 
ſaith well to comfort in ſucha caſe, 0 qus Sawt7o- 
rum labores reſpicis,cur non & remunerationes ? O _ 
fh4 
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ehat ſeeſt bas ſorrow of the Saints, why doeft 
thou wot looke wp to ſee the future toyes of the Sainis. 
HMultivident panitiones, ſed non vident unttiones, 
Many ſee their Croſſes, bat they feele not their Com- 

forts. Yee ſtumble to behold the innocent /»/eph 
inaffliction , why behold yce not in «Egypt his 
glory and exaltation ? Indced the world broa- 
cheth her beſt Wine firſt, but of Cun1sr it is 
ſaid, Tu ſerus ti bonum vinum v/q, nenc. Toh, 2.10. 
And Solomon ſaith of the vertuous Woman, 
that is her latter end fhee ſhall reiozee-. Prou. 

I-25. 
! Bur let vs leaue the perſons and come to the fact 
it ſelfe. Wherein is to bee conſidered, Firſt, the 
manner of it, Ssripping, Secondly, the prey or boo- 
tic which they tooke from him, ## coate, ener the 
partie-coloured Coat that was vpon him. For the firſt, 
Stripping is a kinde of [hrift, not ghoſtly from 
ſinne, bur a bodily abſoluing of men from their 
encombrances, as Dionyſis ſtript off the Golden 
coate from upiter, becauſe it was too heauy and 
cold ; and the 1»fidels inthe Old time ſpoyled the 
Chriſtians of their Goods, afhrming it was good 
for them to be poore, that ſo they might goe to 
Heauen without hinderance. But ſurely, it had 
beene-more ſutable, if 7/eph comming as a mel- 
ſcnger from their Father, theſe men had with re- 
ucrence ſaluted him, for Ambaſſadours are cnter- 
tayned Princely for their Princes ſake, and a good 
Sonne beholdeth with reucrence cuen _—_ 

iure 
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* Pitureof his Father. Burhereis'no gge of them 
tegardeoh himas comming from their Father, nay 
heere is no one of them who once opencrt: His 
mouth, ro askc or inquire of the heatchs.ad wel- 
fare of their Father, bur enuy to rheic Brother 
makesrthemcleane forget rhey had a Father, and 
like ranening Beaſts, they rannc ar once vpon 
him. Whercin beſides their lacke of Humaniric, 
they are likewiſe touched with lacke of wit, ro 
carey their miſchicfe cleancly. They might hauc 
ſpiced their Brother a Drinkeand ſent him home, 
I meane to his long home ; but Poyſoning ir 
ſhould ſeeme was not thenin vfc. Andtherefore 
they fall to play the Lyons, not a ſhamed ro hurr 
their Brother forceably. And indeed itis a princi- 
ple in <AMechienels Dramnitic, that when the Foxes. 
Skinne will not ſerue, wee may piece ir out with 
the Lyons. Bur hee that hurtcth his Brother fe- 
cretly, is either afraid of ſomething, or aſhamed 
of ſomcrhing ; buthee that wrongeth his Brother 
forccably,as the Prophet Mcbaſpeaketh, Aieb.2.1. 
Becanſe his hand bath power, he dothit freely,becauſc 
he can doitecaſily; It feemerh God bath taken from 
him both ſhame and feare, that hee hath caſt the 
raynes in- his necke, thathe might runne rothe 
Deuill without reſiſtance. Andintruth theſe men 
were of a ſcandalous occupation, for when Phere- 
8h 2sked of them their Trade or Occupation, they 
fatd they were Shepheards. Thy Seruants ere 
Shepheards.Gen. 47.3. Vngentle Heardſmen of -_ ; 
gentle 
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e a Beaſt. They were Shepheands indeed; 
po as Cu ry faid of himlclte , &g0' fame 
Paſtor ile bones, Toh.1o. 11. They weretarre from 
good Shephcards. They had ſomewhat of C-7- 
bel, for they kept Sheepe well ; but they had ſome- 
what of Ceiw too, for they made little conſcience 
co ki!l cheir Brother. And thongh Scripping or 
Sheering were a part of their occupation, being 
Shepheards, yet I will not ſay; it waslong of their 
occupation. Butin truth Shepheards and Sheep- 
* maiſters are growne crucll men of late, for they 
throw downe Townes and Townſhips, Houſes 
and Churches, they ſtrip men out of their Houles, 
ya out of their Coates, and put out Men (Gods 
owne image) to bring in Sheepe. Ngro, Diocleſien, 
deſtroyed but men, bur theſe men deſtroy Hams: 
num gens, Mankinde it ſelfe 5. Now ſurely if fuch 
bec 4 alone, Shepheards will ſhortly bee more 
abhominable to Engli/fb Chriſtians, then cuer they 
were to the Egypriens. 

But to come to the matter. 7oſeph fuſtayned in 
this confli& foure kindes of afflitions. For, 
firſt, they mocke him : ſecondly , they ſtriphim : 
thirdly, they hazard his life : fourthly ,-in the end 
they [Bid him : in all which hee was a famous fi» 

re of Chriſt. Now hee thar kills a man doerh 

im lefſe harme, then he that ſtrips him or fpoiles 

him, for hee that kilſech him makes an cnd of his 

miſcrie at once, but hee that robbeth and ſpoileth 

and maketh him pine, «" ——_ him his life in pa- 
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tience; whichis worſe then death.. And hee faich 
in-effe& , as Saul to Dauid,- Goe arid ſerne atber 
gods , tharis,'aſmuchas in him lyeth, he driueth 
him to make ſhipwrack of Conſcience, Religion, 
Saluation, and All. And there is no cruelticlike 
thar,- ro prattiſeto beerich, by wringing ſmall 
matters from the Poore. And therefore whereas 
in the Law theft was not death, it ſhould ſeeme 
to bee meant of poore hungric Thecues,, ſuch as 
Solomon ſpeaketh of , Proverb.6.30. Which ſteale 
through ſtrong neceſhtie : for when Dauid heard 
of a rich Thiefe that had ſtollen a poote mans 
ſheepe, there was no way with him , but; Mic vir 
morth filius. 2. Sam. 12. 5. This man fhall die the_ 
death. And great reaſon ; for one rich Thiefe 
makes a great many poore Thecues; as in the 
Goſpcll, one foule Spirit, one Deuill broughtin 
ſeucn other. And therefore great reaſon the rich 
ſhould bee puniſhed for the poore, -as they that 
haue giuen occaſion of (inne-to other. Orhere- 
forc rake heede of ſtripping, take heede of oppre(- 
ſion, He that gxthereth riches wrongfully, ſhall leaus 
them , faith [ſereme 17.11. inthe midit of his dayes: 
A memorable leſſon for great and wealthy men, 
Ir ofrimes comes to paſſe chart great and honorable 
Houſes are ſtrangely and ſuddenly made deſolate, 
by acauſe not conſidered of in the-VYorld, but ſe. 
cretin God,and that is, for forme opprefiton,cither 
in the Father, inthe Sonne, or jn-the Grand. fa- 
ther : for, Nallum tempus occurrit Debs Tt i all one 
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to God, But when they build, as Geyef. 11. 3; with 
bricks in ſtead of ſtone, and ſlime in ſtead of mor- 
ter, that is, by indire& and vnmercifull meanes, 
God himſcelfe will giue that Houſe a name, and 
call ir 8beli, a Caſtle of confuſion. Therefore be 
ſure yee get your wealth by warrantable meanes, 
for if yee ſtrip poore 1gſeph, loſeph will crie, and 
that crie ſhall enter in at the cares of the Almigh- 
tie, and then looke what yce haue gotten, a ſecret 
Worme {hall fire and conſume it. Either your 
felues ſhall liuc to ſee ir pull'd out of your recth 
by an higher,or mighticr tyrannie,or your ſonnes 
ſhall waſte it with riotandprodigalitie, or ſome 
of your poſteritie ſhall forfeir it by ſome treaſon 
or diſloyaltic, but yee ſhall inde it true which is 
ſaid, Yix gaudet reritus heres ; Three whole Gene- 
rations ſhall neuer inioy it. | 

The prey which they tooke from 7oſeph was 
his Coate; conſidered firſt , barely as a garment, 
They flripped him of his Coate ;, and then ſecondly, 
as an ornament: Exen the party-cotoured Coat that 
145 vpon him, They ſtripped him of hi Coate,they 
tooke not from him.gold or ſiluer, as Zxe4-12. the 
ewes did fromthe Egyptians, for gold and filuer 
were not then delired, nor yetadoredas they bee 
now , burrhey:tooke away his garment. Neither 
did they take from-him a cloake or a loofe gar- 
ment,-as in the next Chapter, Thamar ranne a- 

=_ with 1#dahbs cloake. Much in our attire han- 


geth looſe aboutvs z much in ourartire is mcerly- 
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accidentall ; for, Pote# adeſſe cf ebeſſe. Temay bee 
allowed, and in truth ie might aſwell bee ſparcd. | 
But they came yet nearer him z and tripthim of 
his Coare; neither did they take from him a part 
2.54/3.10. of his Coatz1s Hanuw tooke Deanids Emballadors, 
and cut offchcir coates atthe waſte. He that takes 
ſome and leaues ſome is counted now an honeſt 
T hieke : but they ſtripe him of hu Coate, enenof his 
whole Coate, yea the Iewes thinke they ſtript him 
Karke naked , and ſo made him at vnawares a fi- 
gure of Chriſt vpon-the Crofle. But the firſt 
Coates thateuer our firſt Parents vied, were made 
Gen.3- of the skinnes of dead beaſts, Gen. 3. asitwere a 
new $kin put on; that couctous and crucll men 
might chinke chat when they driue men to ſuch 
pouertic, as cither to {ell their coate, or notto bee 
able to buy themſclues coats, they are as butcher- 
ly,as hee that taketh aknife, and flayeth off the 
Skinnc. 
Therefore in che Law , it was not lawfull to 
Dent takeeuery manscoate, nonot topledge, Dew'.22. 
They mighe not take the widdowes garment. 
Ao, Exad. 22. when they tooke any mans coatets 
pledge, they had it for a very ſhort Inbile, forit was 
to come home againe at night. And as Dorces was 
commended for the coats which thee gaue, 47.9. 
Ai.g. ſee Ma1b. 25. many ſhall bee condemned for nor ; 
doathing the naked. Now as Saint Augeſtine_s 
faith, -u ſhall goe to hell which gineth not his 
ewne, whet ber chinks you ſhall be goe that taketh a» 
ded 
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way mother mans ? But alas, what meant thefe me 
| ro doc with 19ſephs coatec ? lofephs coate was a 
| ſmall booticamong them all : yea 7oſep4 being the 
youngeſt of them-all, his coate was too little for 
theleaſt of them all. Yet if 7oſeph bad pilfered a- 
way old Reubens conte, cuery man can tell how tos 
curſhortand to make a large thing lefle; but vn- 
leffe it be in lying, wee hauec little power tomake 
things greater, Yet when Reuben gertieth his bro- 
ther Lewes .coate, it is as when a gredtrich man 
gettcth the ſpotle of a Bilhoprick., which prankes 
vp his wife, paints out his children, multiplies his- 
wrainc , nifics his eſtate, and ſerueth him-to 
many noo rpoſes. But when Xeubes takes a- 
way liette fp hs coate , in is as when a great man- 
beggeth 2 little office, or hee who hath hundreds. 
and thouſands of his ewne, yes ſceketh to impro- 
riateor ſtripa poore Parſonage, which whenhe: 
hn it will hardly ſcrue him in with ſawceto his 
meate. Andlct vs here in a ſhaddow learne,neuer 
to lay hands on the coate whichcannor profit vs. 
Ie is a point of high importance to hate all ſinne. 
like a Serpent, yea though it promiſe, as the De .,,,,,... 
vill did to Chriſt , O»»#24 re9n4 21nd. But there 
bee ſome: ſinnes, which vail no man preſent pro- 
fit, yea nothing butrepentance and thame, that a 
man may ſay of them as Saint Paw, Whes profite £975 
. bane wee of thoſe things wheveof we are now aſhamed. 
Sucha finne as Saint CAHuguſtine reports of him- 
felfe in his youth, Perreximus nolte intenopeſis ne- 
guiſe. 
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Juiffimi edoleſtentali,orc. CA ſort of wilde and wan- 
fon Touths, were agreed to goe out and to robbe « cer= 
faine Apple-tree, andin ſuch anight, as «a man would 
not haueturned a Dog out of doeres, and for ſuch an 
Apple as when they had it, they threw it ont of doores. 
Now faith hee ; What meant I v? efſem gratis me» 
1145, 10 bee ſs wicked for nothing, A good leſſon for 
Gallants, and young Gentlemen , who doe ma- 
ny things in their lives, ofa wantonneſſe and bra- 
ucry, which ſinne, and ſinne, and reape by their 
ſinne no profit but ſinne. Such men are worſe 
then £4 heb, for Ahab yer lold himſelfe ro worke 
wickednefle. Now hee that ſelleth himſelfe hath 
ſomewhat for bimſclfe ; but hethatſinneth wan- 
tonly, giueth himſelfe to the Diucll for nothing, 
and he 1s ſo much the more accomprable to Gov, 
by how much hee was content, for.no prouocati- 
en to forſake Go v. 

Butrhough Jeſephscoate did not ſerue his Bre- 
thren to weare, yet they had a vſc for it, that ſhew- 
ing it to /ec9b dipped in blood, they might hide 
their ſinne by ir, ſothat as Era/mwus ſaid ſometime 
ofa Friers Cowle, that it was like Charitic, Que 
operit multitudinem peccatorum, Becauſe it hid a world 
of wickedneſſe_> : ſo wee may lay of Noſephs coate, 
thar the out-ſide of an honeſt man, doth oft-rimes 
hide a multirude of linne ; for all the care is'now 
to finne with a couer, and then to ſeeme honeſt, 
and, Si non cafle_, tamen caute_, The rule of Ro- 
wiſh chaſtitic, isdiſperſcd into cucry veyne, and 

part 
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part of life, and ſo 1496 ſee it not, wee care not 
what wedoe. 

But Joſephs coate is here marked with a diffe- 
rence, They flrips him out of his Coate. Which 
Coate? For it may be 7oſeph had two coates vpon 
one body, as wee many times bave two faces vn- 
der once hood. Therefore it is anſwered, Hs par- 
ty-coloured Ceate. Now that which wee call a 
party-coloured, ſome call a fide-coate, or a coats 
with {lceues, ſome a painted, ſome an embroide- 
red, ſoamea lilkencoate : ſomecall-ic a coare of 
many threads, fomea coate of many pieces, but 
the moſt (and ſo let it goe) a coare of many co- 
lours. If any man will conieQure what #ac9b 
ſhould meancto make hisſonne ſuchacoare;firſt, 
1 anſwere, that /acob was'much beholden to the 
party-coloured. For when vpon the compolits 


on betwixt Him and Zbay, the party-coloured Gene: 30- 


fell to his ſhare, it was his inriching, and-yet I 
yeeld notthis for a reafon. Neither would F hauc 
our maſters of the Law to thinke, thar __— 
pyed coate was a feruants Liveric, for hee that 
could frame to dwell in a Tent, to keepe ſheepe, 
and to put vp wrongs for Religions ſake, he little 
needed to bring vp any of his ſonnes to the Law. * 
The Law came not in till men grew more con- 
tentious, and vnruly minded. Neither did 14c06 
make this gay coate of a fond and wanton loue, 
as the manner of many is, to paintout their chil- 
dren like Puppits, and their daughters like Idols, 
G as 
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asifthey meant to worlhip them; firſt coadorne, 
and thento adore them. For 14cob is defined to 
be a plaineman , one that asked no more but for 
his necefſitic , meatc and cloathing. Therefore 
ſome thinke that this coate was a Pricſtly gar- 
ment, wherewith /scoh meant to inveſt 19ſeph b 
reaſon of his birth-right. For in thoſe dayes ti 
the Prieſthood was otherwiſe diſpoſed of, the cl- 
der ſonne was ſtil a Prieſt to the familie,thoughin 
theſe dayes, theelder ſonneof a right bad Squire 
would thinke it foule ſcorne to bea Prieſt, yca a 
Prelate to a whole Countrie. And though Joſeph 
were the youngeſt but one, yet the birth-ri 
was his, as it is ſaid, 1. Chroy. 5. For tacob 
three Heircs , one 2 naturall Heire, which was 
Reuben, wholoſt it by default ;1anotheran Heire 
ſpirituall, which was /»d444, of whom came Chriſt; 
and a third , an Heire a&tuall, which was /eſe 
Some againe thinke , that cob made to Zoſeph 
this coate of many calours, for the aboundance 
and verietic of Grace and Vertue in him. - For 
whereas itis ſaid, Yer/. 3. that «cob loued Tefeph 
beſt, becauſe he begate him in his old age, yet for 
ſo much as he begate a later ſonne, whom hee 
loucd leſſe, ſome therefore carrie that ſaying a 
che Hebrew phraſe thus, that Jacob loued Ioſeph 
beſt, becauſcheewas to him the ſonne of old age, 
that though younger in yeeres, yet grauer and 
ancienter in vertue. And why might nor Joſeph 
for his vertue be called the eldeſt, thoughin yg 
ac 
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achild, as Rehoboam for his folly is called a child, 
euen when he was fortic yeeres old, 2. Civ9?. 13, +. cirm.t;. 


And indeed the beſt ground of the Parents loue, 
is the feare of God, and the ſeede of vertue in 
cheir children ; which of Joſephs vertue begari 
cuenchen to ſprowe, and aftcr did ſo flouriſh, as 
the carth ncuer bare ſdexcellene a flower. Hewes 
wiſe, Pharavh ſaid, there was wonr inthe Xingdonie 
like him. Gen.4q1. Hee was ſofaithfull, as being 
in priſon himſelfe, yee was made Keeper of the 
prifon, and kept tharwhich kept him, Geneſ. 39, 
He was chaſte, even inthe affaulr of a firong teth- 
peation, as hee loſt his coate to keepe hishoneſtie, 
whercasmany now ſell cheir coatesto loofe their 
honeſtie. How penele , kinde , and loving te his 
father heewns, looke- Gey: 45. and there you [Hall 
ſe by che Corne which hee ſent in the fatnineto 
feede him, and by the Chariots which afterward 
hee ſenttoferch Him. And that which of alf is a 
vertuerare intheſe dayes, hee was able to ſay, Xe- 
micre, ficut rewittimue, For the offetice which his 
brethren heremade him, hee freely forgancit,and 

whenthey fpake of ir, Gew. 50. So that 1s- 
hook coate of manycolours was nothittg burthe 
ligne ofhis many vertues, to ſhew how Job lio+ 
noured verrue in his children. 

Therefore, here [ thinke began Heraldric and 
thehanour of Armes. For when the people, at 
the firſt beingequal} in degree, grew in admira- 
tion of thens whom they ſaw to exeellin vertne, 
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they praiſed by Ceremonies and ſenſible Ho» 
nour toadornethem. The holy Ghoſt-ih:-Scrip- 
rure oftentimes applying the ſame-Kindes of arna- 
ment and honour: For in Scripture Gold bgnifies 
holineſſe or zcalero.G 0 v, the excellency of ver- 
tuc. And Siluer ſignifies the pureneſle of Charitic, 
and Loue toone another, which'G o » intended 
when hee promiſed his Church to make her bor- 
ders of Gold with waues of Siluer. Cat. 1. 10. In 


the Scripture, the Jewiſh Tabernacle, was conered 


or maniled with red. Exod, 26.14. Which reports 
vnto the hearer boldneſle and defence vntodeath, 
to lignific that they would prote& the SanQuary, 
Religion, and the Law, cuen to the cffuſion of 
thcirlaſt blood. In the Scripture, Greene ſome- 
times lignificth Fruitfulnceſſe in good workes, for 
which cauſe Chriſtis called, «greene Tree. Luk. 23. 
31. and ſometime it ſignifieth Flouriſhing inthe 

roteion of G o », for, hee that irafteth in God, 
Fir leafe u ſaid to bee ener GreeneL, Ierem. 15.8. In 
the Scripture, Blacke fignificth Conſtant, and im- 
mutable, and therefore among. the praiſes of 
Cuxisr, hi beads ſaid tobee curled and blacke— 
as 4 Renew. Gant.5.11, ;IntheScripture, the Saints 
are ſaid to bee doathedin White .Reuel. 19.4. which 
Yerſ.8. is expounded to bee, the righteouſneſſe of 
the Saints :, yer not' righteouſneſſe inherent, but 
by imputation in Chriſt. For, Rev. 7, 14. They 
waſht their loug Roabes and male them white in the- 
b;aod of the Lambe_Þ, And therefore,as ar 6. 
Corift 
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Chrift bad hy name written pon his Coate}, lo theſe 
vertues were, doubrkle-written/in the many:co- 
lours.ofZeſephs Coate, me hi 
Therefore Gentle- women, Good-women, and 
Siſters in Cux15sT, heere is no-,warrant for 
Wantonneſle and Supcrfluitic. 'AlittleSetjpturs 
God wot ſerues to.inlarge your-libertie, and ſhee 
whocan ſcarce put on her Coate, yer can-readily 
conclude from Joſephs Coare, If hee then, why nor 
wee ? If Men may be ſo fine, much more may; 
Women. And indeed, it holdgch, oftentimes;to6! 
ffrongly, for many plaine men are oftetitimes 
brought to hang all their owne pride, 'and their 
wealth, and their wits too, on.their VViucs backes; 
But whatif /9/eph ware a, Coate of many colours, 
therefore, yee may doe ſo.too. Iris true it Bands 
with your cſtatcs, perhaps you may. For Deuids 
Daughtcr ware a Coate of manycolours, whictt, c,,,..
